It m remarked by a citizen 
1 oat 111 the county, last 
ile in town, that "there 
bt but what the Mount- 
ain Advocatk is educating the 
people to the fact thai w e must 
have a new Court House, and if 
the 'knocking 1 is kept up, it is 
sure to come.' 1 

This is a bit encouraging. We 
have done our best to convince 
the public of the importance of 
thi8 step. Everyone knows the 
need of it. We have from time 
to trine, pointed out the tin ts 
and made it so dear that any 
man in Knox county who will 
take a glance at the old Court 
House and consider for a moment 

the condition in which everything 
in connection with it is, will he- 
forced to admit * he fact that a 
new court house is very badly 
needed. 

Judge Faulkner has given nu- 
merous lectures from the bench 
to the grand juries regarding 
the court house and as yet there 
is no visible steps taken to get 
I better one. 



At the opening of court last 
week the Judge assured the jury 
and everyone present after again 
urging upon them the impor- 
tance of building the new court 
house that "if the work is un- 
dertaken while he is on the 
bench that he will see to it that 
no one gets a 'graft' out of it, 
that the people's money shall he 
judiciously expended and that 
we get value received." 

Now why not begin at once 
and have the vote taken to issue 
bonds and build the new court 
house while we have such as- 
surances as these? Our county 
is out of debt and abundantly 
able to erect a new court house 
In keeping with the times and 
one that would be a credit in- 
stead of a disgrace to our coun- 
ty, and at the same time one 
that would be serviceable for 
all purposes for which it is in- 
tended. This can be done and 

paid for without taxing the peo- 
ple sufficiently to be felt. 

We believe that the bonds, if 
voted on and carried, could be 
sold and redeemed and no man 
in the county would ever notice 
any change in hhs tax rates. 

By tearing away the old build- 
ing and using the material in the 



f building, it would only re- 
quire a few thousand dollars and 
by allowing say ten years in 
Which to redeem the bonds, the 
debt would be paid off and^no 
one would ever feel the burden. 

Then think of the satisfaction 
we all would derive from the 
new Court House. Instead of 
having the finger of scorn point- 
ed at it and hearing the remarks 
that "Knox county has the 'sor- 
riest' Court House of any county 
in the mountains of Kentucky" 
we would hear it said that "Knox 
county has the best, most 6erv- 
icable, most comfortable and at- 
tractive Court House in the 
mountains of Kentucky, and it 
is a credit to her citizens." 

Now let 's have the Court House 
and enjoy it while we live and at 
the sane time show to the out- 
side world that we have enough 
pride and energy to want to keep 
abreast with the outside world, 
and that we propose to do it.

News comes from Lexington, 
that Editor Walton of the Morn- 
ing Democrat is negotiating for 
the purchase of the Morning Her- 
aid plant, and will consolidate 
the two papers and publish the

ent Manager of I he Herald will 

retire from the newspaper work 
and resume the practice of law. 

The Herald today is recogniz- 
ed as one of the leading daily 
papers of the State but In the 
death of Ool. W. 0. Breckinridge 
as chief Editor it lost its lustre 
and no man cean take his place 
ahd so ably perform that duty. 

The consolation of the two pa- 
pers will materially strengthen 
the Democrat but will not ma- 
terially strengthen the Herald.

One of the important improve- 
ments that we have all long in- 
sisted upon our town making is 
that of estahlishing a |Ood sys- 
tem of Water-works. We have 
urged this hecause of the fact 
that the town needs it and can 
hardly do without it in numer- 
ous ways the most important he- 
ing the protection it wouldofford 
against the ravages of fire not 
to speak of the satisfaction it 
would afford our citizens to have 
an inoxaustihe supply of water 
for the watering of ther lawns 
flowers, gardens, etc. and for 
sprinkling the streets during the 
hot, dry weather Summer in and 
hy no meas least the plasure of 
Inrving the water conveniens for 
hatheiny purpose where one can 
bathe and refresh themselves 
often. This is vesy essential to 
health and all of these advantage 
are at our hand if we will only se- 
cure a good water-works system. 

Our City Council has consent- 
ed to sell the franchise for this 
plant and to that end have in- 
serted the sale notice, elsewhere 
in this issue. We have BO douht 
hut what someone w'illlmy Un- 
franchise ami if proper arrange- 
ments can be reached with the 
Council the plant will soon be 
installed in our town. This we 
also believe will bo done, as the 
City Clerk has been able hy facts 
and figures to show to the Coun- 
cil where the city is now abund- 
antly adle to subscribe and pay 
for 80 fire plugs and pay for them 
as the rate of 125.00 each per year 
and still have sutlicient money 
left for the running expenses of 
the city.

Yesterday morning at i o'clock 
the fire whistJe sounded at the 
electric light plant any many of 
the citizens of the town arose 
earlier than usual to learn that 
the "Queen City" Hotel was on 

tire. 

The tire was Bret discovered 
hy Marian Richardson, who lives 
near, before it had gained any 
headway. He ran to the hotel 
and aroused the inmates, and 
they all succeeded in saving all 
the furniture. 

There were about three different 
families living in the building, 
which wa-s a large three and one 
halt' story frame, erected during 
the boom days of the eighties, 
and cost, when built, *15,000. 

The building was a handsome 
structure in its day, and finished 
throughout with hardwood and 
would have been a credit to any 
town. 

Since the boom days there has 
been a great falling off in tin 
value of the property, and only 
last summer this property was 
sold for about + i.7<Ht. 

The building belonged to Mr. 
George Smith, who carried *8,- 
000 insurance on it. 

A large crowd soon gathered 
at the scene of the conflagration, 
but after the hfUSehoid effects 
were removed they could do 
nothing hut stand and watch the

buildings situated sufficiently 
near to catch tire, and 1 he flames 
exhausted themselves on theone 
building and burned themselves 
out. 

The fire is only an evidence of 
what we have all along contend- 
ed, that should a fire start there 
would he no way to control it 
without a system of water-works. 

Had our town been properly 
equipped for rirefprotection this 
fire could have been extinguished 
with only a trifling loss : whereas 
there was almost enoueh on this 
one building to have installed a 
water-works plant in the town. 

How long will the citizens 
slumber and delay in the matter 
of giving protection to us that 
we so much? 

Some day we will stand by and 
see the entire business part of 
the town laid in ashes, and all 
for the lack of enough enterprise 
to even permit some one else 
who is willing to invest their 
money in a good cause if the 
franchise privileges were granted 
them, who would install the 
necessary water system for us. 

Let's take the warning given 
in this lesson and prepare for the 
future before it is too late.

moment with the seizure of what he 
calis "natural monopolies." He de- 
fines a city water plant to be such a 
monopoly "because it is impossible 
to have a numlter of competing 
water system. The same i> true," 
he says, "of lighting plants and 
other muncipal enterprises. Com- 
petition is practically impossible in 
such cases, and the l*mocrats. as a 
rule— and the rule is becoming more 
and more nearly universal— favor 
municipal ownership not ltecause the 
princinple ot competion is bad, but 
.because the competition in the case 
of muncipal plants is impossible." 

In a subsequent sentence Bryan 
contradicts Bryan. He has started 
in with an assertion of public owner- 
ship of "natural monopolies" only, 
but he adds that "the private owner- 
ship of railroads will cease as soon 
as the monopolistic plans of the rail- 
road monopolists are realized." 
Whether he means that the govern- 
ment will take possession of the rail- 
roads, or that the monopolists will 
, squeeze out all the small stockhold- 
ers, is lett to the judgment of those 
skilled in the interpretation of or- 
acles. The most reasonable conclu- 
sion is that he intends to turn the 
machinery of transportation over to 
the hands of the government, for 
that is an indispensable feature of 
the Socialistic propaganda. With- 
out adopting it he would be left 
standing outside oi the Socialist 
breastworks. 

"The time is ripe," says Mr. Bry- 
an, "for an appeal to the moral 
sense of the Nation." Mr. Parker, 
Mr. Debs, Mr. Watson and all other 
"also ran" candidates said the same 
thing over and over again during 
recent campaign, and each of 
m honestly supposed that he was 
man appointed to make the ap- 
peal. But the people refused to 
hearken to the voice ol alarm. They 
found that they were doing fairly 
well as they were and that estab- 
lished conditions suited them.
